We have evidence that raps, or pretended raps, bave vos 
times been produced by trickery. But tho real question iaw 
whether all raps are attributable to an invisible, intelligat 
power, but whether any are. If it enn bo shown to be ib 
one singlo instanve, that would bo sufficient for our purpose. 
That in many instances they are not produced by trickery u 
by the physical organism of any living human being, Ì w 
satisfied for the following reasons: 

First. I have often heard thom when no human being ww 
present but the medium aud inyself. Tro investigation ru 
therefore narrowed down tous two. That 1 did bot proles 
them 1 have good reason to know, as I never could dow 
by any effort of my own. 

Second. I have heard thom on a great number of oceuiy 
when trickery, such as I have hoard of as being dotected h 
others, was entirely out of the question. Mr. Lo Roy Su 
derland says tho Spirits will not subwit to tests, and tiu 
whenever tests are applied, the manifestations cease, Sat 
has not been my experienco. 1 have subjected tho reps 
every sort of test I could conceive of. I have turned over t 
table upon which thoy woro being made; 1 havo required Ue 
medium to move from placo to place, aud from one room V 
another, and still they continued; I have heard them dv 
ing the same sitting, upon a table, upon chairs, upon the fos, 
the ceiling, or any other placo requested, and soinetimes opa 
various places at tho same time. They havo been made ups 
every part of my own person—my head, hands, feet, ete., ud 
upon articles held in my hands, such as n bouk, or sheet d 
paper—and this not merely in so alight or faiut a manner Ua} 
there would have been some room to attribute them to tho ie 
agination, but by plain, downright thumps, about which iber 
could be no mistake. Most certainly L should have detected 
with the greatest facility any such clumsy tricks, as [ lun 
heard of being exposed.

Speaking of his “superior state,” or that state of 
perfeet “vision,” in which all his “utterances” have been 
made (page 35) he says, „It is the highest evidence that can 
be given of the fundamental truths of Christianity ;" but all 
this is flatly contradicted in his later writings. 

Numerous other contradictions in Mr. Davis! earlier and 
later “ revelations” might he given, but the above are sufficient 
for proving the justice of the remark I have made iu respect
